five years from completion.

legal advertising of

ordinance every property owner along 
the streets affected w as served by the 
Chief of Police with a copy so that no 
one could deny knowledge of what was 
req uired .

street have tried to get j»ermits to dig 
in order to lay new pipes, and in every 
instance permission has been refused 
The Borough is urging all owners an i

Fighting is

parts of Russia, with Petrograd an I 
Moscow as the center of the revolu­ 
tionary movement, the report a d d s. 
The fighting ip Petrograd is of gi­ 
gantic proportions, 
according to the 
report. 
More than 300,000 strikers 
are declared to be arrayed against 
the Soviet troops whose exact num ­ 
ber it is impossible to estim ate. 
“ It is reliably reported”, the d is-' 
patch says, “that very many have 
been killed or wounded on both si Irs 
in the street fighting and that there 
has been considerable property d a m ­ 
age, 
The naval garrison at K ro n -' 
-tad t has joined the rebels."
